The information disclosure statements filed 15 October 2002 (Paper No. 12) and 
17 December 2002 (Paper No. 13) were received and comply with the provisions of 37 
CFR §§1.97 and 1.98. It has been placed in the application file and the information 
referred to therein has been considered as to the merits. 

The amendment filed 31 March 2003 (Paper No. 17) has been entered in full. 
Claim 44 was cancelled. Claims 39-43 are under examination. 

Priority 

The Examiner stated in the last Office Action that Applicants were entitled to the 
priority of PCT Application No. PCT/US98/1 9330, filed 9/1 6/98. 

Applicant contends that they rely on the result of the "in vitro antitumor assay" 
first disclosed in PCT/US99/28565 filed on 12/299, priority to which is claimed in this 
application. Applicant states that the effective filing date of the present application is 
December 2, 1999. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but not deemed persuasive for 
the following reasons. The "in vitro antitumor assay" was found not to be enabled for the 
claimed polypeptide (PR0224, SEQ ID NO:127). The Examiner determined the 
effective filing date to be 9/16/98 based on the enabling disclosure of the chondrocyte 
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re-differentiation assay (Example 95, assay 1 10, page 235). Since the effective filing 



date found by the Examiner is earlier than the effective date determined by the 
Applicant, there is no intervening art.
